Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25, 28-49 and 52-64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1, 17, 32 and 46 the examiner agrees with the argument brought forth by the 
applicant regarding claim 1 , that no where in the prior art is found a interior rearview 
mirror having a mounting bracket, a mirror housing having a mirror housed inside the 
housing, a light source located behind the mirror, a reflective element within the mirror, 
reflecting light in a first and second direction which are perpendicular to the reflecting 
plane and the first direction is opposite to the second direction. Regarding claims 17 32 
and 46, having the above mirror assembly including a deviator to redirect the light 
source to the bottom opening of the housing and a lens at the opening, 

Claims 2-16, 18-25, 28-31 , 33-45 and 47-64 are allowed because of its 
dependency upon claims 1, 17, 32 and 46 respectively.
